The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

5. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claims will be read as best understood by the examiner. The 
following subject matter was not described adequately enough to enable one skill in the 
art to make and/or use the invention: 

- channeling and controlling means 

- internal magnetic elements 

- external magnetic elements 

- first device 

- second device 

- d iff user 

- position sensor 

- mobile screen collected as a package 

- plurality of ducts 

- plurality of valves 

- plurality of holding means 
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6. Claim 11 recites the limitation "said external surface". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.
